The 
boards In the oak floor wore not tho 
same width.

Among 
them wore IKe size stntups of Lin- 
coln .iiHl St.-jthen A. DouKlna. One 
can euHlly koc ,vby th*; was called thy 
"Little, f^inn'.' We were In tho (Jov- 
ernoi's reception room as well as the 
rooms where our state laws are made. 
Although we did not stay there long 
we can at least say that wo were 
there. 

By the time wo had seen all these 
Interesting things It was nearly noon. 
Several of ub missed our apeclal car 
and had to go back to tho camp alone. 
After all -wo arrived at camp la 
time ot have our picture taken and 
enjoy the chicken dinner which was 
waiting for ua. The picture is. I 
think, one of the largest which has 
been taken of a club group. Tho one 
hundred and twenty-three people la It 
are practically all club members or 
loadors. 

Wo left the Fair Grounds Friday nf- 
ternoon, ao that we could go to tho 
Centennial Building. This is a now 
building situated just south of the 
capital and is used for a number of 
purposes; muaoum, memorial hall, 
olllces, etc. It Is very Interesting. 
Before we took tho train for home 
wo wont to see the "Covered Wagon." 
Wo hope that next year others 
from Lake county will have tho op- 
portunity to take a trip similar to 
ours. I am auro Wary and I will 
never forget this oxperlenco and wo 
want to thank all those who made It 
pofisiblo for ua to go.

The plant at Uldgefield was closed 
about a year ago and other small 
plants over the district have been 
closed. The Borden company baa an- 
nounced that tlieir plant at Burling- 
ton, 111,, which receives about 20,000 
pounds of milk daily, will be' closed 
iu December. 

The coming Into general use of the 
glasa lined tank cars for shipping 
milk also plays a part In the policy of 
the large companiea to concentrate 
their milk receipts in fewer plants. 

With these new cars milk is re- 
ceived at the plant, handled and ship- 
ped In bulk to the large cities where 
It Is bottled and distributed. 

Shipping In bulk makes It possible 
to handle more milk with fewer cm- 1 
ployes at the larger receiving plants ! 
In the country thereby reducing over- 
head costs. The use of tank cars for 
shipping milk In bulk also cuts the 
freight rate almost in half, it is said. 

While tho closing of the plants In 
the smaller cities and villages Is a 
distinct loss to them the policy Is one 
which haa been adopted by most of 
the big companies In an effort to re- 
duce their operating expense.

Herds of dairy cattle In many parts 
of the country are being improved at 
a minimum of cost for high-class 
sires through the medium of bull as- 
sociations encouraged by the United 
States Department of Agriculture and 
tho State agricultural colleges.
